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REVITALIZATION OF THE CHENG YU TUNG 


EAST ASIAN LIBRARY’S SPACES

N ewly completed in spring 2021, the Space Revitalization of the Cheng Yu Tung East Asian 
Library now provides a variety of learning and study spaces, including an open collaboration 
and event/ exhibit area, an active learning instruction space, and quiet study spaces. 


Construction started in December 2019, and was originally forecast to be completed by March/April 
2020. However, due to the sudden outbreak of the COVID-19 pandemic, progress on this project 
was inevitably delayed. 


For the project, we have envisioned the following four goals: 


e to provide a library with inspirational spaces to foster great work and celebrate scholarship 
e to increase capacity and enhance student study and learning engagement spaces 

e to design teaching and learning spaces to improve the student experience 

e tocreate flexible spaces and furnish technological infrastructure 


This Revitalization Project brings new, clear guidance from the public elevators to the Library 
entrance and its active learning space, the Seminar Room, enhancing the connection of our Library 
to the campus by creating a more intuitive path to the Library entrance.

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SPACE REVITALIZATION PROJECT (CONT.) 


The public event space, which used to be located at the far back of the Library, has now been moved 
to the front, near the entrance area. When the Library hosts public events, this space can be 
converted into a dynamic and engaging space to showcase campus teaching, learning, research, and 
the Library’s collaboration with the world, thereby fostering interdisciplinary and community 
engagement. When this space is not in use for special events, it has been designated as a flexible 


learning space where moderate noise will be allowed.

This change facilitates creation of study spaces that are designed to meet students’ diverse learning 
styles. Thus, the front area of the Library becomes a collaborative learning zone, while the space at 
the back will be devoted to quiet study with noise-level limits posted. 


In addition to the entranceway and the 
event space improvements, the 
Revitalization Project has redesigned 
the Seminar Room (Room 8051) to 
provide greater flexibility in space- 
configuration to integrate and support 
teaching and learning. This innovative 
space enhances collaboration, 
improves knowledge transfer, and 
engages multiple learning styles. It will 
be open to students for use as a 
study space when not booked for class 
instructions or meetings.

The Space Revitalization Project has employed design decisions 
that reinforce the ability of the Library to adapt and evolve to 
meet diverse and changing needs by providing additional 
electrical outlets throughout the Library. It has also provided 
flexible and adaptable furnishings and infrastructure to serve 
the diverse information and programming needs of Library 
users. 


The East Asian Library is the intellectual and cultural centre of 
the academic community for East Asia-related studies and 
programs at the University of Toronto and beyond. It is a place 
where the university and surrounding communities come 
together to access and interact with information and people, 
generate new ideas, and engage with the great questions of our 
time. With the successful renovation of these spaces, the East 
Asian Library can now expand its role and visibility to increase 
its profile at the University and beyond. 


The East Asian Library has gone through several space 
expansions and renovations over the decades. We plan to 
continue to improve our space by offering our community a 
more vibrant and versatile space serving as a catalyst for 
reflection, dialogue and connection. We look forward to 
welcoming you to our renewed spaces.

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ILLUMINATING DETAILS: DIGITIZING RARE BOOKS 
FROM THE EAST ASIAN LIBRARY’S MU COLLECTION

A: soon as the Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library reopened in September 2021, following 
the lengthy closure of its physical space due to the COVID-19 pandemic, one of the first 
major projects undertaken has been the digitization of some of its most treasured items, the 
Library’s Chinese rare books. The East Asian Library has more than 3,000 titles consisting of 
40,000 physical volumes of ancient Chinese books. Moreover, among them are many precious 
rare books — for example, included in the "Mu Collection" are rare titles such as a Song Dynasty 
edition of The Collected Works of Liu Zongyuan ($#BRERES PPE MICE, Zeng guang zhu shi yin 
bian Tang Liu xian sheng ji) dating from the year 1126, and the only known copy in existence of 
An Illustrated Divination Manual of the Liuren Method (7\Elal(; Liu ren tu xiang). With funding 
support from the University of Toronto Libraries (UTL) Chief Librarian, in September and 
October of 2021, 296 items from the East Asian Library’s Mu Collection have been digitized, and 
are now available online through the Internet Archive (IA). These scanned books are available

(2021), the digitized Mu Collection has been 

viewed by 47,000 users from around the globe, while our other digitized materials have also been 
viewed by over 2 million users. Digitization has also opened up new ways of approaching the study 
of texts and making use of the physical items. The East Asian Library will continue to explore ways 
to contribute to preserving world cultural heritage and enhance the user experience for our 
Library’s collections. The Library’s digital collections are available online from the East Asian 
Library website. 


296 Digitized Books Added to the Internet Archive: Criteria for Selection, Characteristics, 
Uniqueness, and Other Findings 


Most of the Chinese rare books in the Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library belong to what is known 
as the “Mu Collection,” a private collection of ancient Chinese scholarly books that were originally 
collected by Mr. Mu Xuexun (#2448; $= %42; 1880-1929). Born in Penglai County (%#2k!##), Shandong 
Province, Mu Xuexun graduated from Peiyang University (4tv#X) in Tianjin in 1911 and worked 


as the Chinese Secretary at the German Legation in Beijing for 17 years (1912-1929). As his hobby, he 
spent over 25 years building his own personal library, which consists of roughly 40,000 physical 
volumes. Some of these are quite unique and rare materials. Following Mr. Mu’s death, the 
Anglican Bishop of Henan Province, William Charles White (1873-1960), purchased the entire Mu 
Collection and had the books shipped to Toronto in 1935. This massive shipment included 
approximately 50,000 volumes, of which about 10,000 volumes were additional works that had been 


acquired separately by Bishop White himself during the period 1933-1935. After its arrival in 
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DIGITIZING RARE BOOKS (CONT.) 


Toronto, the Mu Collection was split into two parts, which in the 
1960s came to be housed at the East Asian Library and the Royal 
Ontario Museum respectively. In addition to materials from the 
Mu Collection, the East Asian Library has also continued to add 
further Chinese rare books to its collection over the past four 
decades, mainly through donations. 


Title Selection Criteria 


For the Chinese rare books (53 titles, 306 physical volumes) that 
have been newly digitized this year, the selection of titles has 
concentrated on the Chinese classics area (#7 jing bu) of 
traditional Chinese book classification.! To select titles from this 
area, we have not only focused on the rare books published before 
1795 (the 65th year of Qing Emperor Qianlong’s reign —usually 
used by Chinese bibliographers as the date to differentiate 
Chinese rare books from general ancient Chinese books), but have 
also paid attention to later publications in order to present unique 
items. For example, Selected images from “Wu Jing” (f#AARIL; Wu 
Jing tu hut), which was published in Japan, edited by Matsumoto 
Guzan (#&A 1) and produced by Toto Rakuzendo (H#bSe8¢ 52) 
in the sixteenth year of the Meiji period in Japan (1883), used 


exquisite copper engraving to produce fine lineal illustrations. As 
a portable edition, the book itself measured 10.5 x 6.5 cm in its 
frame. 


The book, Shuo wen jie zi (a® Ch) [Discussing Text and Explaining 
Characters], has been recognized as one of the earliest Chinese 
dictionaries. The copy digitized was an edition from the early 
Qing Dynasty, using the typesetting style of a Song Dynasty 
edition which was stored at Ji gu ge (kia /#]). As far as we know, 
this edition is only held in the National Library of China, as well 
as at Japan’s Imperial Household Agency (i /I/T Kunai-cho) and 


Tokyo University Library.

“classics,” shi 5 “histories,” zi ¢“masters,” and ji $2 “anthologies”. This classification system originated during the 


Three Kingdoms period (220-265), and was adopted by following dynasties.

More Unique Titles at A Glance 


The Complete Annotated Book of Change 
(I BSRKE; Zhou yi zhuan yi da quan) 


This book was printed by the Ming Imperial Printing 
House (i}it) in the thirteenth year of Emperor Yongle’s 
reign (1415). The book consists of 10 volumes in 2 cases, 
and is one part of a complete set of Studies on the Four Books 
and Five Classics (WUE HMKE; Si shu wu jing da quan) 
produced by this publisher. Based on the seals (i027 
Guang yun zhi bao, &%.2#£ Qin wen zhi xi) on the first 


page of chapter one, these copies once belonged to the 


collection of the Song Imperial Library. The Zhou Yi itself 
can be used as a diviner’s handbook by applying the eight 
trigrams (/\#} bagua) and sixty-four hexagrams (7\ +i} 
liu shi si gua) to develop a system of divination alternative 


to scapulimancy. This reflects the ancient Chinese people’s 
wisdom in their way of explaining the universe and 
cosmology. 


The Imperial Compiled and Annotated Zhou yi 
(SAD; Yu zuan Zhou yi zhe zhong) 


This book was printed by the Qing Imperial Printing House 
(A Nei fu) in the fifty-fourth year of Emperor Kangxi’s 
reign (1715). Consisting of ten volumes in two cases, the 
book represents the “official” explanation of the Zhou yi 
according to the Qing count. According to Emperor Kangxi 
himself, the real meaning of the Yi Jing itself had been 
misrepresented by Taoism and Confucianism, as well as by 
the scholars of the preceding Ming Dynasty. Thus, it was 
felt that there was a need for the court itself to correct these 
misunderstandings of the classics. This rare edition of the 
Imperial Printing House’s work is only to be found in the 
collections of the National Library of China, the Palace 
Museum Library, and a very few other institutions.

The Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library has developed a guide titled “Anti-Asian Racism: Asian 
Canadian History” with the aim of creating a hub for University of Toronto Libraries resources on 
the history of anti-Asian racism in Canada. The guide includes a timeline of some key historical 
events in Asian Canadian history, a chronological list of resources from the University of Toronto 
Libraries on Asian Canadian history, and links to community supports around the Greater Toronto 
Area (GTA) and the University of Toronto (U of T). This guide focuses on East Asian communities 
in Canada, which include those of Chinese, Japanese, Korean, and Tibetan heritage, but also broadly 
covers South Asian, Southeast Asian, and West Asian communities’ experiences. The guide is 


divided into two parts: the main "Guide on Anti-Asian Racism: Asian Canadian History" page, and 
a "Further Information" page.

During the past year, the East Asian Library has undertaken several initiatives to increase 
awareness of anti-Asian racism in Canada. In May 2021, the Library organized a virtual book launch 
of Mysterious Dreams of the Dead by Terry Watada, a Japanese Canadian writer, to celebrate the 
contributions of Asian Canadians and draw attention to the histories, struggles, and contemporary 
issues of Asian Canadians. In addition, for the entire month of May, the Library paid tribute to the 
contributions that generations of Asian Canadians have made to Canadian history, society and 
culture with its social media project, “Asian Canadians: A Snapshot of History”. The series of social 
media postings highlighted various events and community actions that have helped to shape and 
define Asian and Asian Canadian histories and experiences in Canada from the 18th century to the 
present day. Also, the Library participated in the University of Toronto Libraries’ “ Archive-It: Covid 
-19 in Ontario”, a web archive project, and contributed to locating websites and pages relating to 
Asian Canadian community’s actions, experiences, and responses to COVID-19 in Toronto and

On November 13, 1970, 22-year-old Chon T'ae-il set himself ablaze at the entrance of Peace Market 
in Seoul’s garment district, shouting “we are workers, not machines!” Chon’s self-immolation was a 
protest against inhumane and exploitative working conditions at factories, and a call for recognition 
of garment workers’ basic rights. His sacrifice moved South Korea, and sparked a series of 
democratic movements and demonstrations led by students and workers alike, despite continued 
repression and crackdowns on protests by the military dictatorship. 


Twenty years after Chon’s death, the Chon T'ae-il Labour Research Centre ((H@ te 4}HA7' 4!) 
was set up in the Kuro Industrial Complex, which was considered the mecca of the South Korean 
labour movement. At this centre, a team of workers’ rights activists led by Pak Sting-ok diligently 
collected sources from labour movements in the 1980s and 1990s as they happened, and 
disseminated such information resources to labour unions and organizations for worker education. 
The Centre left Kuro in 1993, and Pak donated the collected materials to Songgonghoe University in 
2001. The following year, this collection inspired the university to set up the first Centre For the 
Study of Labour History (%-6’}@17'2) in the country, and researchers at the centre judiciously 
evaluated and organized these materials in the labour history collection and expanded it further by 
adding materials produced from the Korean Railway Workers Union (KRWU) between 1940s and 
1980s, and by the Korea Shipbuilding & Engineering Corporation (KSEC) Union from 1960s to 2002. 


These materials have been reproduced as Han'guk Nodongsa Charyo Ch'ongso, the most extensive 
collection of Korean labour history materials, with over 300,000 pages of primary sources. The 
collection includes memos, letters, various handouts and leaflets, minutes, reports, information 
guides, collective agreements, materials from various union meetings and retreats, assemblies and 
demonstrations, union activities and newsletters, and other literature. Han'guk Nodongsa Charyo 
Ch'ongso is organized into 12 large categories:

NEW JAPANESE RESOURCE: 


Dai Kan-Wa Jiten KYFnREH 


Immediately following a trial period between April 12 and May 11, 2021, the University of Toronto 
Libraries has officially subscribed to the online version of the The Great Chinese-Japanese Character 
Dictionary (Ki ANKE; Dai Kan-Wa Jiten). 


Dai Kan-Wa Jiten was first published in 1955, and was compiled by Morohashi Tetsuji (iti), a 
prominent figure in Japanese Studies and Sinology. The dictionary contains over 50,000 kanji 
(Chinese characters) and 530,000 compounds, focusing on Classical Chinese and Literary Chinese. 


This resource is one of the additional contents available through the JapanKnowledge database. The 
most efficient way to search Dai Kan-Wa Jiten is to use the Advanced (Individual Resource) Search 


[AA ((I5') #854]. Figure 1 below shows how to access the Individual Resource Search in the English 
interface: Click on Advanced Search and select “Dai Kanwa Jiten” from the drop-down menu.

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NOTABLE ACQUISITIONS (CONT.,) 


There are several subsets of data in Kikuzo II Visual. The cross-search function allows users to run a 
single search in several subsets — namely, Asahi Shinbun 1985 ~, Shukan Asahi (iH T)5i] A) and AERA, 
Asahi Shinbun Reduced-size Facsimile Edition 1879-1999 (5 A #rHlMali, 1879-1999), Chiezo Keyword 
Database (Alii), Who's Who Database (\%), and Asahi Graph (FY +t 777). Please note that the 
subsets of Historical Photo (£525) and English News (#4 3¢==—A) are excluded from this cross- 
search option. 


A few months ago, the Overseas Edition of Senzen no Gaichiban (#&AIiO SHH) was added to the 
contents of Kikuzo II Visual under “Digitised Archive 1879-1999” (ji  #rielMalillix 1879-1999). This 
Overseas Edition provides access to regional news published by Asahi Shinbun covering Taiwan, 
Korea, China and Manchuria between 1935 and 1945. 


The contents of the Gaichiban are not searchable, as the text is not yet indexed. The images of the 
actual pages of the newspaper are viewable in the PDF format. So in order to read a specific article, 
one must know the date of publication. In a

In Memoriam: Professor Raymond Wei-Hsing Chu 


The Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library 
community is saddened to learn of the 
passing of Dr. Raymond Wei-Hsing Chu 


(AME(S), who for close to 40 years until 
2000 first worked as the first Head of the 
East Asian Library, and later as a 


Professor of Chinese in the Department of 
East Asian Studies. He passed away on 
November 27, 2021. 


In September 1963, a _ professional 
librarian, Raymond Wei-Hsing Chu was 
appointed to head what was then known 
as the East Asiatic Studies Library (the 
former name of the Cheng Yu Tung East 
Asian Library) to helm Library operations 
as the Library became part of the 
University of Toronto Library system. 
From 1963 to 1974, under the dedicated 
leadership of Professor Chu, the East 


Asiatic Studies Library was able to greatly 
strengthen its collection in support of 


Professor Raymond Wei-Hsing Chu 


modern China Studies.

In 1974, he moved on to take up a full-time 


teaching position at the Department of East Asian Studies. Among numerous publications, 
in 1973, he co-authored “The East Asian Library Collection in the University of Toronto” 
in Pacific Affairs. Professor Chu made an essential and lasting contribution to the 
development in the early foundational years of the East Asian Library. 


He was a Professor Emeritus in the Department of East Asian Studies at the University of 
Toronto. 


We extend our deepest condolences to Professor Raymond Wei-Hsing Chu’s legion of 
students and admirers, as well as to his family. Please keep Professor Chu's family, friends 
and colleagues in your thoughts.
